DETAILED ACTION 

Upon review of the new claims, it was determined that new patentably distinct 
species were now being claimed. 

Furthermore, the Applicant failed to state whether all or any of the new 
claims were drawn to the elected invention and species as set forth in the Office 
action dated October 17, 2005. Applicant is required to do such in response to 
this Office action. 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 
Species Set 1 

1 . ) collagen Type I (claim 189 and 207) 

2. ) collagen other than collagen Type I (claim 190 and 208)

One of either the growth factors or the extracellular matrix (claims 184 and 210)

x.) epithelium is lifted with vacuum (claims 98 and 164)

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Applicant is required to elect one species from each species set for 
examination in response to this Office action. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
reserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does not 
distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the 
election shall be treated as an election without traverse.

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
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finally held to be allowable. Currently, all pending claims not set forth in the species 
sets above are generic to the species sets. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election.
